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River Road Motel 
Wins Approval 
Of Planners

Preliminary plans for a ‘“‘Courtyard”’ 
motel, to be built by the Marriott Cor- 
poration on land between River Road 
and Old River Road, met with general 
approval from the Planning Board in its 
site plan review on Tuesday night. The 
board will forward its non-binding rec- 
ommendations, which include the build- 
ing of a temporary emergency access 
from abutting land owned by Phillips 
Academy, to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals prior to the ZBA’s May 2 meeting. 

Speaking for Atty. Richard Asoian, 
who is representing Marriott, Atty. Mark 
Tully of Asoian & Tully told the Planning 
Board that the hotel corporation will ask 
the ZBA for the following special permits 
on May 2: a permit to build the 146-unit 
motel in an Industrial D zone; a restau- 
rant permit, and permission for place- 
ment of an off-premise sign, an on- 
premise sign and a satellite T.V. anten- 
na. 

Furthermore, said Tully, the corpora- 
tion would ask for a size varience for the 
off-premises sign. 

Barry Fagan, Marriott’s regional Real 
Estate Director, explained the Court- 
yard concept. Unlike the so-called ‘“‘up- 
per segment’’ luxury hotels built by the 
company—including a proposed 300-bed 
hotel which Marriott will locate approxi- 
mately a quarter-mile away—‘‘Court- 
yard” motels are aimed at the ‘‘middle 
segment”’ of the market, he said. Where- 
as luxury hotels provide full services— 
including conference rooms, a variety of

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Water In 
Dump Area 


At a recent meeting, the Planning 
Board voted unanimously to send a 
“memo of understanding” to the 
town which would provide for mon- 
itoring of water in the vicinity of the 
town dump. 

According to Principal Planner 
Nancy Jeton, the dump is now used 
only for disposal of brush and road 
sand; the town hopes to close it en- 
tirely within the next two years, 
when it finds an appropriate alterna- 
tive disposal site. Because the sand 
contains high quantities of road salt, 


and because the dump is located in 
the Haggetts Pond watershed, the 
board feels it is in the best interests 
of the water supply that at least 
three downstream sites be tested for 
chemical contamination on a regular 
basis. 

Jeton explained that the memo 
would say, in essence, that the town 
and the planning department ‘are 
all aware of the need to protect our 
water supply—so lets work together 
to that end.” The testing would be- 
gan as soon as possible, she said.

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Celebrating 75 Years Of 


Preserving Andover’s Past

On an April day in 1911, they met in a 
private home. There were 16 of them, 
residents in good standing of the small 
town that was Andover. 

They elected Dr. Charles E. Abbott 

resident, and they set the dues at a dol- 
ar—money marked for ‘‘the purpose of 
cultivating and encouraging an interest 
in historical and antiquarian research; 
to collect and treasure significant histor- 
ical matter and antiquarian relics, and 
to found and maintain a museum where 
such collections shall be presented and 
exhibited, thus making a valuable, inter- 
esting feature in the life of Andover.” 

A big dream, for such a small gather- 
ing. 
Now, 75 years later, that little circle of 
idealists has grown to embrace a mem- 
bership of 1162. It no longer moves from 
place to place; it has its own home on 
Main Street, where it also houses the 
fruits of that early dream: more than 
11,000 artifacts from the past, displayed 
on a rotating basis, and more than 200 
shelf-feet of historic manuscripts. 

At 75 years of age, the Andover Histor- 
ical Society is alive and well and living at 
97 Main St. Throughout the past season, 
the organization has been celebrating its 
birthday in style, treating the town to a 
full palette of educational and historical 
experiences that, although seemingly 
new in concept, are very much in keep- 
ing with its own lively history. 

This September, the Society kicked off 
its anniversary with a vigorous town- 
wide membership drive. On a Sunday in 
October, it invited the citizenry to step 
back into the year 1826 through its first- 
ever Family Festival. Throughout the 
year, it has held an unprecedented num- 
ber of public hands-on study activities, 
including woodworking seminars and 
geneology workshops. 

Now, the Society has placed on exhibit 
a special 75th anniversary display which 
focuses on the act of collecting. It may be 
seen as part of another new feature of 
the museum—the interpretive tour of the 
167-year-old Amos Blanchard house, the 
Society’s home since 1929. 

As defined by Peg Hughes, Assistant to 
the Director/Curator of the Society, an 
interpretive tour is one that, based upon 
careful research and documentation, 
leads the tourist through a particular 
time in history. The Blanchard house 
tour, she says, “interprets the lives of 
the inhabitants of this house during the 
years between the 1820’s and the 1860’s, 
in relation to what was going on in the 
town of Andover at the time, and in the 
world.” 

Any similarity between the Blanchard 
house presentation and the interpretive 
approach used by such “‘living history” 
museums as Old Sturbridge Village and 
Plimouth Plantation is more than a coin- 
cidence. Marsha Rooney, who serves as 
director/curator of the Blanchard house, 
worked as an interpreter at Plimouth 
Plantation after graduating from col- 
lege. 

Rooney came to the Historical Society 
in 1978; she will be leaving this summer 
to move to Spokane, Washington. As has 
every director since Abbott, the energet- 
ic young Vermont native will leave her 
mark on the Society, adding to its legacy 
a generous measure of cultural anthro- 


pology. 


“T feel that a museum should promote 
not just the study of the object,” she 
says, ‘‘but the study of the people and the 
culture this object represents. The more 
you think about people and their 
thoughts—their social history—the more 
interesting those objects become.” 

Accordingly, a visitor to the Blanchard 
house might meet the spirit of Deacon 
Amos Blanchard in one room, discussing 
the upcoming presidential contest be- 
tween John Quincy Adams and Andrew 
Jackson. Or, in a guest bedroom, the stu- 
dious ghost of a young seminary student 
who lodges with the family. ‘‘We’re try- 
ing not to be the kind of museum that, 
when you leave, you feel that you have 
seen all there is to see,’’ says Rooney. 
‘“‘We want you to look around you on the 
streets and see the relevance. We’re try- 
ing to do both things well—the museum 
‘thing,’ and community outreach.” 

Under Rooney’s tenure, the Society’s 
“outreach” has also stretched, appropri- 
ately, into the schools. Every fifth-grade 
class in Andover gets a chance to live 
history—through a program that includ- 
es an orientation slide show, a guided 
tour of the Blanchard House museum, 
and hands-on experience at such old- 
time crafts as printing. 

The program is an ambitious one. Al- 
though the visits take two hours—one 
morning—each, says Rooney, ‘It takes 
us all of October and May.”’ 

Behind the more visible work of the 
Andover Historical Society lies a great 
deal of work that people seldom notice— 
the storage and cataloguing of the many 
artifacts acquired by the organization 
over its 75 y 2ars of existence. Rooney is 
proud of the part she has played in the 
process—although antique buffs might 
scratch their heads to see certain pieces 
she has added to the collection. 

Take, for instance, the glass milk bot- 
tle that sits on her desk, waiting to be 
catalogued. It exemplifies Rooney’s phi- 
losophy that the history we are living 
now will be remembered and shaped for 
posterity by what is saved from our ev- 
eryday lives. ‘‘It’s harder to decide what 
to keep from your own era than from the 
past,’’ she says. 

As part of this same philosophy, the 
Society is now working to preserve an- 
other facet of the more recent past—the 
history of life on the many farms that 
once were Andover’s major economic 
base. “The key is to deal with twentieth 
century agriculture,” explains Rooney. 
“The program is really just starting to 
steam along now.” Society members are 
soliciting photos and objects from agri- 
cultural life; they are also taping oral 
histories from people who have lived an- 
d/or worked on farms of all kinds in this 
area. 

All this recent activity on the part of 
the Andover Historical Society might 
make it seem that the organization has 
suddenly come alive at 75. Not true, say 
its own records and newsletters; the So- 
ciety has led a busy life throughout its 
history—one characterized more by 
community interaction than by a stereo- 
typical parade of dry discussions and 
dusty displays. 

Today’s interpretive tours and pro- 
grams, for example, are very much in 
keeping with the Society’s historical flair 
for the dramatic. As early as 1915, mem-

bers planted themselves at center stage, 
adding cash to their till with a town hall 
production entitled ‘“‘Mr. Jarley’s Wax 
Works.” The following year, say the re- 
cords, they staged an historical pageant 
that involved nearly every resident of 
the then-small town. 

Both before and during the time that 
the Society lived in its first real home— 
two rented rooms in what was the An- 
drews house at 71 Main St—the group 
put on plays, musicals and pageants, 
presided over historical lectures, hosted 
Washington’s birthday balls and spon- 
sored tournaments of whist, the card 
game that served as forerunner to 
bridge. 

When the Andrews house was razed in 
1929 to make way for the construction of 
the Post Office, Miss Caroline Underhill 
gave the Society the Blanchard house, 
where she was living at the time, with 
the stipulation that she retain her resi- 
dence there for life. The next year, the 
Society offered tours of its new head- 
quarters to celebrate Massachusetts’ 
300th anniversary—and more than 1000 


people walked through. 

Underhill tended to the record-keeping 
and cataloguing of artifacts while she 
lived in the house. When she passed 
away in 1956 with no immediate family 
heirs, she left the bulk of her estate to the 
Society. 

The generosity of its patroness and 
other community members served the 
organization well over the years—so 
well, in fact, that the Blanchard house 
had to be expanded in the 1960’s to in- 
clude a meeting room and extra exhibi- 
tion space. 

In its new anniversary exhibit, says 
Marsha Rooney, the Andover Historical 
Society is offering the public a unique 
view of the community forces that have 
brought it to its present prosperous state. 
The display, which traces the “‘how”’ and 
“‘why’’ of local historical acquisition, of- 
fers valuable insight on the way a philos- 
ophy spun by 16 founders from small- 
town Andover has evolved over 75 
years—to make the Society ‘‘a valuable, 
interesting feature” in the life of the 
Andover of the eighties. <

Town Gets State Grant 


For Housing Improvements 


By Lisa Waterman 


Andover received $720,000 as part of a $72 mil- 
lion state package for the rehabilition of public 
housing within the state. 

Andover’s share will be used for capital im- 
provements, the updating of lighting fixtures, 
stoves, refrigerators; bathroom fixtures; trash 
enclosures and fire alarms. 

“The legislature and the Dukakis Administra- 
tion has been working on several large housing 
issues and have put together legislation in an 
effort to revitalize sta’ 
It is a joint effort by the state and local officials 
toward a modernization program,” Rep. Sue 
Tucker told the TOWNSMAN. 

Over 300 public housing developments will re- 
ceive funds through Phase II of the Moderniza- 
tion Program, a three-part effort to revitalize 
state-assisted public housing, according to Amy 
S. Anthony, State Secretary of Communities and 
Development. 

The grant is broken down into $534,600 for cap- 
ital improvements for family housing which in- 
cludes: Memorial Circle, 100 Morton Street, 
which will receive bathroom fixtures, kitchen 
appliances, staircases and new circuit breakers. 

Also included is planning money to be used for 
windews, gutters and sidewalks. 

The Elderly Housing facilities, 100 Morton St., 
received $185,000, of which $98,000 will be used 
for fire alarms. The i x includes 
five buildings of 272 units which includes, Memo- 
rial Circle, Chestnut Court, Grandview Terrace, 
Stowe Court and Frye Circle. The elderly hous- 
ing units will be eligible to receive trash enclo- 
sures, new fire doors, new shower heads, valves 
and tiles and the lighting facilities updated.

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Review For Shawsheen Site

Plans by the Union National Bank of 
Lowell to modify a Shawsheen Village 
building for use as a local branch met 
with a favorable review frem the Plan- 
ning Board on Tuesday night. The board 
will forward its non-binding recommen- 
dations on the conversion of the former 
Yankee Milk Building, located in a small 
business complex on Haverhill Street, to 
the Zoning Board of who will 
consider the bank’s special permit re- 
quests at a meeting on May 2. 
According to presentor Richard Tully, 
a local attorney speaking on behalf of 
Union National, the bank will seek ZBA 
special permits to locate in an Industrial 
D zone and to alter the building as nec- 


essary for its new usage. The institution 
will also seek a variance to capers re- 
quirements so it can install an automa- 
ted drive-up teller on the side of the 
building. 


The building, which is now owned by 
several individuals under the name of 
the Shawsheen Village Commerce Cen- 
ter Partnership, is under contract for 
sale to Union National. Built in 1922 and 
occupied by the Shawsheen Creamery, it 
was later owned by the New England 
Milk Producers Association, who 
changed their name first to Yankee Milk 
and then to Agrimark. It has been unoc- 
cupied for approximately one year 


Tully assured the board unat the bank 
og ngacg exterior building modifica- 

ons to a minimum, maintaining the 
building’s character as a part of its his- 
torical district. Plans include relocating 
the front entrance, installing the auto- 
matic teller beneath an existing canopy, 
and adding slight modifications to the 
windows. The drive-up lane will follow 
the lines of an existing drive, and will be 
routed to allow a back-up of approxi- 
mately three cars, so those cars do not 
tie up Haverhill Street traffic, he indi- 
cated. 

The landscaping of the property will 
remain essentially the same as it is, said 
Tully, with the pessible addition of mere 


by the 24 parking spaces mandated by 
bylaw, as well as an additional 13 spaces 
obtained from the surrounding prop- 
erties by easement, he said. 

Board and staff reaction to the presen- 
tation was largely favorable. Ultimately, 
they will ferward a recommendation to 
the ZBA that the Haverhill Street en- 
trances serving the bank’s section of the 
complex be marked and signed to limit 
traffic to a one-way flow.

In Freak Accident 


An Andover man is listed in critical 
condition at Lawrence General Hospital 
following an injury sustained by a stud- 
gun accident at a Shawsheen barber 
shop last Thursday shortly after noon. 

Eugene Doran, 38, 17 Barrington 
Drive, was having his hair cut in Coco’s 
Barbershop, hy barber Nick Scalese, 
when workers putting in a petition at the 
Village Liquer store next door fired a 
nail from a stud gun that penetrated the 
petition, according to Andover Det. John 
Bernhardt. 

“Rene DiLiveau (an independent con- 
tractor from Tewksbury) fired the two 
by six-inch nail from the rented stud-gun 
inte the wall, believing that the wall was 
made of concrete. The nail went through 
the dry wall and traveled inte the barber 
shop, striking Doran, who was sitting in 


the barber cnair, in tne neck. ‘he dis- 
tance from the wall to the barber’s chair 
was approximately five feet, according 
to Bernhardt.

Andover’s Zening Board of Appeals displayed 
considerable wisdom in judiciously giving tenta- 
tive approval to the building of a Day Care center 
off Frontage Road in the vicinity of the former 
Knights of Columbus building. 

The decision actually responds to two specific 
concerns. 

First, it responds to the providing of a service 
for which Andover has a dire need, namely day 
care facilities. 

Secondly, it faces up to the fact that the prop- 
erty is only usable as commercial, business, or 
some other use. Residential disposition of the 
land is out of the question in view of the abutting 
industrial and commercial occupancy. 

There can be little doubt of the need for day 
care facilities in Andover. Modern times have 
dictated the need fer such service. What spaces 
are available at present are always filled practi- 
cally as seon as vacancies occur or registration 
Opens. 

The proponent of the Frontage Road site, Gwen 
Hedrick, has tried unsucce y on two other 
eccasions to provide such a service for residents 
of Andover and surrownding areas. 


On both occasions objections were raised based 
principally on neighborhoed objections and traf- 
fic considerations. The zoning board in one prior 
instance, granted a special permit to the peti- 
tioner, but neighbors threatened to challenge the 
decision in court.

While the plans, as presented to the zoning 
board, will be scaled down somewha throug 
board’s conditions, what the ZBA did was correct 
a condition which has existed in the area for 
some time. 

For several years, the Knights of Columbus at- 
tempted te dispose of their property through 
requested rezoning at town meeting. 

Each request was met with opposition, based 
principally from neighborhood contention that 
such action would increase traffic and alter the 
character of the neighborhood. 

Town meeting attendants can be swayed by 
such arguments, thus the building remained 
locked in what could safely be considered spot 
zoning in reverse---a structure surrounded by 
industrial and commercial properties, yet unable 
to adjust its zoning classification te conform te 
the neighberheed in which it exists. 

Assuredly, the day care center proposal meets 
the stringent tests which must be applied when 
considering requests for variances of special per- 
mits. It is not detrimental to the public good, and 
is not a derivation of the intent of the zoning by- 
law. Failure to issue the permit weuld, indeed, 
present a hardship to the property owner.
